Since both candidates -reside on

LONDON—Britain's general election next month may well 


fought around two main issues—the nation's economic health and her 
role in easing East-West tensions. 


The battleground has been shap-

It was thrown into sharp 
focus Friday night after Prime 
Minister Anthony Eden called for 
elections May 26. 


Leaders of the opposition Labor 


party quickly declared that Eden's 
10-day-old government was afraid 
to delay the election because eco- 
nomic conditions showed signs of 
worsening. 


And there was renewed Laborite 


criticism because the Conservative 
government has not seen fit until 
now to press for big power talks 
on world problems. 


Eden went on the *air Friday 


night to make his terse announce- 
ment of the election date which had 
been widely forecast. He told the 
nation "uncertainty at home and 
about the political future is bad 
for our influence in world affairs, 
bad tor trad* and unsettling in 


many ways." 


He said Parliament would be 


dissolved May 6. 


Hugh Gaitskell, former Laborite 


chancellor of the exchequer de- 
clared the "real reason" for an 
early election was government con- 
cern over the economic situation. 


"They fear a trade deficit which 


developed in the second half of 
1954 is getting worse," he said. . . 
"They want to get the election over 
quickly before unemployment in- 
creases." 


Last February the'Churchill gov-

Lose 'Lamp Shade Blues9 
By Following These Rules 


Here's Advice 
To Heed When 
Liming Lawn 


Wash Job 
Need Not 
Be Drudgery 


By KAY SHERWOOD 


Washing: the lampshades is a 


once - or • twice - a - year task that 
needn't scare the laundress, if she 
remembers a few simple rules. 


First rule is to know the material 


the shade is made of and is it 
washable? 


Usually, -shades that can take a 


complete immersion in soapy wat- 
er include hand-se\vn fabric shades 
—silk, rayon, cotton, nylon—and 
many of the newer materials, such 
as lumarith. vinyl-coated burlap, 
laminated Fiberglas and plastics. 


If any of these have glued-on 


bindings or trims, don't dunk them. 
I'm told by home economists that 
some glued bindings on fabric 
shades can be stitched down with 
fine, not-too-t:ght stitches to make 
them completely washable. 


Don't Experiment 


Many 
new 
lampshades 
are 


mounted on rustproof frames. If 
you're 
not sure 
about 
yours, 


don't experiment. I did once and 
got a rust-spotted shade for my 
trouble. Better to clean these with 
a sudsy cloth or dry soapsuds treat- 
ment. 


Other shades that are cleaned 


with cloth or sponge wrung out 
of soapy water include the vinyl 
plastic "bubble" styles, plastics 
•with glued bindings, paichment 
and paper parchments and fabrics 
mounted on parchment. 


Matchstick bamboo shades also 


come in this category, although 
you may want to use a soft bristled 
brush (baby's old hairbrush is per- 
fect) instead of a sponge to get 
Into the corners. 


Speed's Important 


Whichever method you use, speed 


is important. If the telephone rings, 
don't answer. If a neighbor drops 
in to gossip, hand her a towel and 
let her help. 


If the shade can take a complete 


dunking, fill a deep basin, laundry 
tub, bathtub or kitchen sink with 
soft, soapy and lukewarm water. 
Brush loose soil off dry shade with 
a soft brush or vacuum attachment. 


Swish shade up and down in 


water until you see the dirt coming 
out. Use a'lathered brush or sponge 
to loosen soil and wipe off spots. 


Rinse well in lukewarm water— 


a sink spray or shower spray 
speeds up this step. Blot excess 
vater with dry towel. The more 
water you can blot up the better. 


Finish drying in a current of air 


or with the help of an electric 
hair-dryer, rotating shade so that 
it dries evenly. 


Use Thick Lather 


If you're going to use the "dry" 


soapsuds treatment, whip up a 
thick lather m a bowl. Hold the 
shade on a dry surface. Scoop suds 
up with a sponge or terry cloth 
and stroke gently with the grain 
of the fabric. Stroke parallel to the 
binding along the edges. 


The point is. you don't want to 


saturate the fabric or shade mater- 
ial, so use just the soapy froth as 
a cleaner. Wipe with clean, damp 
cloth 


Don't forget to swab out reflec- 


tors on lamps while you're clean- 
ing shades. A skilled homemaker 
I know cleans reflectors and dusts 
light bulbs before she washes her 
fabric shades. She puts the damp 
shade back on the lamp and lets 
' the heat of the bulb dry the fabric.

Get-your lawn off to a good »tart 


by feeding it now with a complete 
ertilizer, plus a good raking to 
vork the fertilizer down to the soil 
and to loosen the accumulation of 
dead grass. 


All you have to do is to spread 


the fertilizer evenly, using two to 
three pounds per 100 square feet, 
and the spring'rains will work it 
down to the feeding roots. Com- 
plete plant food supplies all the 
nutrients grass must have for 
wealthy growth.

"But what about lime?" asks 


the novice gardener. To hme or 
not to lime is an annual question. 


Lime is recommended 
when 


making a new lawn, and for best 
results it must be worked well 
into the subgrade where jt helps to 
break up the heavy clay and re- 
lease plant nutrients locked in the 
soil. 


Too Much Lime 


A good many gardeners have the 


habit of applying lime each year 
to their lawns or gardens, fearing 
that "sour soil" will nullify all 
their other gardening practices. 
Actually.' annual liming on the 
home grounds is not only wasteful, 
but may actually be harmful. 


Farmers apply limestone only 


once m a crop rotation; that is, 
every three or four years. The 
reason for using lime is, of course, 
to decrease soil acidity. 


Materials used for this purpose 


do not leach out rapidly, and an- 
nual applications may cause a 
build-up which in turn will cause 
an alkaline condition, in some re- 
spects as detrimental to p l a n t 
growth as too much acidity. Inci- 
dentally, weeds thrive in a fre- 
quently limed lawn. 


Lime vs Acid 


Lawn grasses are perfectly toler- 


ant of moderate soil acidity, and 
if you want to keep clover out of 
your lawn, never lime it at all 
unless it is extremely acid as de- 
termined by soil tests. Too high a 
degree of alkalinity in the soil may 
cause phosphorous and iron to be 
chemically tied up in forms un- 
available to plants. 


In other cases the high calcium 


content of the alkaline soil causes 
an unbalanced nutrient s t a t u s 
which particularly affects calcium,

1 1955, every major activity bounced back from last year s 
lows In key fields like steel, construction, automobiles, and 
retail sales, new highs were established. Even problem m- 
dustries such as textiles and coal showed considerable im- 
provement.

Barring a crippling strike in steel or automobiles, or a 


veritable rash of work stoppages in less crucial areas, most 
observers expect the new boom to roll on unchecked, at least 
through the first half of the year. 
Even Sen Paul Douglas of Illinois, roundly damned by 


Republicans in 1954 as a "gloom monger," says that real re- 
covery is here, though he consider*-"recovery" a stage below 
"prosperity." And he throws in a warning that there are 
still dangerous soft spots in the economy. 


- Just a few of the hardier optimists will say flatly that 


1955 will be our best year. Most prefer to hedge somewhat. 
They worry about the galloping production in automobiles 
and housing, voicing doubt that the pace can be kept. In- 
deed, not even the brightest estimates for these fields match 
the present record of output. 
Concern is felt, too, because agriculture is not partici- 


pating in the boom. Farm income is still off. 


Yet these are relatively light, fluffy clouds on the hori- 


zon. 
The real thunderhead is the prospect of industrial 


strife.

The United Automobile Workers currently are engaged 


in important new contract talks with General Motors and 
Ford. The UAW bid for a guaranteed annual wage could 
stop bustling auto makers cold. 
Strikes already have tripled in the past month and a 


half. And more than 75 major labor contracts come up 
for renewal between now and July—affording many more 
opportunities for crippling disputes. 


Labor must be free to prosecute its demands by all rea- 


sonable and legal means, including the strike. But for the 
good of labor itself, and the whole nation, we must hope 
that union leaders will employ this weapon of last resort 
sparingly and judiciously in the days of test that lie ahead. 


Clearly, whether the boom is to reach the heights en- 


visaged by the optimists or whether it is to be of more mod- 
est proportions, it is to the advantage of all Americans to 
have the economy move along steadily without shattering 
interruption. 
The men on both sides of the contract negotiating table 


should bear that in mind as they grapple with the working- 
mans bread-and-butter issues.

S O M E CORRESPONDENTS 


Jiave asked how long a person 
with cancer of the lung can ex-

to live. 
As is true with 


cancer in other locations the an- 
swer depends on how long the can- 
cer has been in existence, what its 
structure is and whether or not 
it has spread to other plaices. Cer- 
tain it is, however, that there are 
many who have had a cancer of 
the lungs' successfully removed and 
have lived for prolonged periods, 
perhaps never having- trouble with 
that particular difficulty again. 


TWO RECEM developments In

Ninety years ago today the United States was ex- 


periencing one of its saddest hours. April 16, 1865, was 
Easter Sunday, and the nation was in frenzied mourning. 
On Good Friday night President Lincoln was shot. Sat- 
urday morning he died, and instead of 
celebrating a happy Easter for the first 
time in four years, the North stripped 
off her victory bunting and donned 
crepe. 


The period which followed Mr. Lin- 


coln's death has been described as the 
nation's darkest hour. His death meant 
the end of his merciful terms for re- 
construction of the South. 
But the 


citizens did not know that then. All 
they knew was their grief. Lincoln's 
murder was a body blow to millions, 
city and village it was as if a father, a brother or a 
personal friend had been taken away. He was a hero 
to the Union soldiers and almost a god to the freed 
slaves.

But the formal expressions of sorrow do not tell the 


complete story of, what was happening that Easter week- 
end. \Yhile stores %vere stripped of all cloth dark enough 
to use for mourning and paper was dyed with ink to make 
funeral festoons, the rage of the people broke out. 


Weeping Union soldiers, their hero fallen, shouted 


that the Confederates should be issued their recently- 
surrendered arms, and they would fight the war to the 
finish, burning the South. 


Any home which %vas not draped in black was the 


home of a traitor, according to the mobs that gathered 
in the cities. Seething crowds forced two former presi- 
dents—Millard Fillmore and Franklin Pierce—to pub- 
licly display their grief. 


As the echo of tolling bells rolled across the 


nation, pro-Southerners got coats of tar and feath- 
ers and were ridden on rails. Some were shot, 
and others were pounded to death with paving- 
stone*. On Easter Monday a Maryland editor was 
killed because he had published abusive material 
about Lincoln on Sunday. 
In New York George Wells said Lincoln "ought to 


have been killed «ix months ago," and a policeman 
knocked him down, hauled him into court where a judge 


< sentenced him to aix months in prison. Such sentences 
were common.

' Tet, it Is not the truth to say that all mourned. The 


Abolitionists, thinking Lincoln had done too little for the 
slaves, and the pro-Southerner*,, who thought he had dona 


too much, rejoiced at the news. An Abolitionist in Hart 
ford, Conn., shouted, "I'm glad Abraham Lincoln was 
shot and I'd like to go and dance on his coffin." 


In the ill-named Union County of Lincoln's home 


state, Illinois, residents cheered the assassination as they 
would have a Confederate victory a few weeks earlier. 


Young men rode gaily from farm to farm, 


shouting the good news. The news made one 
woraMi "radiant with joy. She said she had never 
been so happy in her life." Others feared the 
news was too good to be true.

Such was the background for the three-week funeral 


of the martyred president. The mourning festoons were 
so common in the north that "All the houses of the land 
seemed to have been wounded and to have bandaged 
themselves in black."

PORTLAND, Ore. UP)—A heavy 


explosion in a. crowded Portland 
department store was under a quiet 
but intense investgiation by police 
today.
